‘Philippine Commission Willing to 
Meet a New Depatation,. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
MANILA, May 14, 7 p.m.—[By Ma.- 
nila Cable.}] The civilian members of 
the, United States Philippine commis- 
sion are favorable to the meeting with 
a Filipino commission, which was sug. 
gested yesterday in behalf of Agui- 
naldo by Lieut. Reyes of the staff of 
Gen. Gregerio del Pilar, who tame to 
Gen. Lawton under a flag of truce 
bearing the proposal. It is thought 
by the American commissioners. that 
the idea may have resulted from a 
recent meeting of the so-called Fill- 
pino congress at San Isidro. Définite 
information on this point, however 
cannot yet be obtained, though the 
local Filipino commission. which is In 
close communication with the leaders 
of the rebellion, is doing its best to 
secure peace. Ten members of Gen 
Lawton’s band of scouts, under W. M 
Young, the old Indian fighter, entered 
the town of San Miguel, about fifteer 
miles north of Norzagaray, not bein> 
aware what place it was. They found 
200 Filipinos there, but the rebels, tak. 
ing the scouts for the advance of Gen . 
Lawton’s army, fied, after firing a 
few shots. Young and another scout 
were wounded, and were brought tc 
Manila. The Ninth Infantry and e¢ 
Montana battery of six guns have been 
sent to the front. .

Premier Silvela Says It’s Painful to 
Defend Others Territory. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
MADRID, May 14.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Sefior Don Francisco Silvela, the 
Spanish Premier, in .an interview to- 
day, regarding the attack by the Fili- 
pinos .upon the Spanish garrison at 
Zamboanga, Island of Mindanao, in 
which two Spanish officers and three 
men were wounded and one man Killed, 


“Tt is very painful to us to have sus- 


tained these Ik in a tertltory which 
does not belofig to us. We left these 
troops in the Philippines in the hope 
that they might aid in securing the 
release of the Spanish prisoners in the 
hands of the Filipinos, Our efforts in 
this direction have been fruitless. 
Aguinaldo refuses to treat with us, and 
a Frenchman (M. Du Marais,) who 
had offered on our behalf, to treat with 
the enemy, was killed by the rebels.” 

“America has not yet succeeded, as 
she has no more authority than we had. 
We cannot leave troops any longer in 
a territory that we are obliged to de- 
fend, and I have telegraphed Gen. 
Rios to use three steamers for the im- 
mediate transportation of our troops 
from Zamboanga and Yolo, and to ac- 
quaint Maj.-Gen. Otis with those in- 
structions, so that the American com- 
Mander may possess the territory we 
are about abandoning.” 

FILIPINOS REJECT AUTONOMY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MADRID, May 14.—The Filipino 
committee has issued a manifesto to 
the press declaring that the Filipino 
government will rejéct all negotiations 
for peace on the part of the Americans 
based upon any scheme of autonomy, 
and will demand that the United States 
fulfill the engagement made before the 
decigration of war with Spain.

DEWEY’S FOREIGN HONORS. 


Navies and Naval Men of Europe 
tv Salute Him. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.J] 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Admiral] 
Dewey's home-coming Dy way of the 
Mediterranean is likely to give occasion 
for distinguished honors from tke 
navies of Kurope, most of them being 
represented by extensive squadrons in 
those waters, and some of them having 
their chief naval stations at Mediter- 
ranean ports. 

Already Ambassador Cambon of 
France has called the attention of the 
authorities at Paris to the return of Ad; 
miral Dewey by way of the Mediter« 
ranean, and the probable sailing of his 
flagship Olympia past the French naval 
ports in Algiers. These are opposite the 
British possessions off Gibraltar and 
Malta, and at the entrance of the Medi- 
terranean, and are easy and natural 
stopping-places along that route. 

It is hardly expected that the ad- 
miral will touch at Toulon, the great 
naval depot of France. At the ports of 
French Algiers he will be accorded 
every honor.due, not only to his rank, 
but to the universal esteem in which he 
is held by the naval fraternity. 

The British authorities have taken no 
Steps.thus far to have the admiral stop 
at British ports, but it was stated to- 
day by one of the British officers that 
Dewey would be assured a most\en- 
thusiastic greeting if he stopped at any 
British station, and that undoubtedly 
steps would be taken to induce him to 
touch at Plymouth and Portsmouth, 
the southern naval depots of England, 
if there was any prospects of his ace 
ceptance. 

In any event, it is said, the admiral 
was quite likely to stop at Malta and 
Gibraltar, as these are the usual coal- 
ing places, and this would give an op- 
portunity for an expression of British 
esteem for him. In the event that the 
admiral could be induced to stop in 
England, en route home, it is said he 
probably would be met at Aden or Port 
Said by a British escort.

NEW YORK, May 1i14.—In the Pro- 
Cathedral on Stanton street, Rev. Dr. 
Charlies A. Briggs, who was suspended 
for.heresy by the Presbyterian Assem- 
bly, was ordained a priest of the Epis- 
copal Church. He was ordained to- 
gether with the Rev. Charles A. 
Snedeker, and the ordination ceremonies 
were conducted by Bishop Potter. The 
little church was crowded with people, 
and the ceremonies were notable for 
the quietness that prevailed. 

Those who expected, from the great 
outcry of the past three or four weeks, 
some sensational features, were disap- 
pointed. There’ was no scene, no ex- 
citement, and no protest was filed at the 
beginning, during or at the close of the 
ordination. There was nothing notable 
in the sermon preached by Rev. Dr. 
George William Douglass. | 

The ceremonies were very long, com- 
mencing at 10:30 o'clock, and continu- 
ing until late in the afternoon, If 
anything, the services were hurried a 
Mttle, and the general communion 
which followed the communion of the 
candidates, tended to extend the time. 

ere was a large crowd about the 
little Pro-Cathedraf Church as early as 
8:30 o’clock. This increased as the time 
for .the. ordination ceremonies ap- 
ed. After the Sunday-school had 
finished their exercises, the vicar, Rev. 
Dr. Paddock, was approached by In- 
spector Cross of the police, who held a 
consultation with him. Several police- 
men were outside the church, and some 
im the church. 

The church does not seat more than 

people, and there were about twice 

that number sitting and standing. 
Bishop Potter drove to the church with 
candidates for admission, Rev. Dr. 
riggs and Rev. Dr. Snedeker. Rev.

Only a few potted plants and a few 
lilies were in the chancel. ' 

Promptly at 1:30 o'clock the organist 
began an organ voluntary. He had 
scarcely finished when the openin 
strains of the processional were heard. 
The usual order was observed in the 
processional. After the choir came the 
vicar, Rev. Dr. Paddock, then the can- 
didates, Rev. Doctors’ Briggs and 
Snedeker, their sponsors, Rev. Doctors 
Smith and Nelson and Osborn, and, 
lastly, the bishop. Rev. Dr. Briggs 
wore the stole of academical degree, as 
also did Rev. Dr. Snedeker. 

The congregation stood during the 
processional. The candidates and their 
sponsors took seats which had, been 
placed in a row in front of the chancel. 
Bishop Potter took a seat near the holy 
table, and Rev. Dr. George William 
Douglass, who was to deliver the ordi- 
nation sermon; Rev. Dr. Osborne and 
the presbyters took seats on either side 
of the chancel. Rev. Dr. Douglass is an 
occasional preacher in Grace Church, 
which was offered by the Rev. Dr. 
Huntington for the ordination. He 
lives in Tuxedo Park, N. J. 

A simple service, according to the 
Episcopal Church, «was gone through, 
and then the rites of the ordination in 
accordance with “the form and manner 
of ordaining priests’’ were begun. 

After a prayer and singing, Rev. Dr. 
Douglass delivered the sermon. In his 
charge, Dr. Douglass spoke slowly and 
impressively. At the conclusion of the 
sermon or ordination, Rev. Dr. Osborne 
read the litany. Then the great im- 
pressive moment arrived. The sponsors 
went forward and presented the candi- 
dates to the bishop. The candidates 
stood together with their sponsors be- 
fore the bishop. After the postulants 
had been presented to the bishop and 
after those presenting them had given 
the usual assurance that they had been 
examined and found worthy, the bishop 
rose from his chair and proclaimed a 
general invitation to any person know- 
ing “any impediment or notable crime 
in the candidates” to come forward. 
Then followed a profound silence. Peo- 
ple turned about as if expecting some 
one to stand up and make a protest. 
No one rose. There was no protest 
handed to the bishop, and the crucial 
moment was over.

Dr. Watson said 
he had been greatly impressed with the 
evidences of fertility and the resources 
of the Far West. 

“This was my first trip to the Far 
Western States of this country,” he 
said, “and I cannot say too much in 
their praise. I was particularly. pleased 
with California—San Diego, Los Ange- 
les and the country surrounding them. 
I think the climate of this section of 
the country surpasses that of Italy, and 
as far as its fertility goes, I know that 
there is no country on eafth that sur- 
passes it. 

“But the West as a whole is an ex- 
ceedingly fertile country, and I can 
now see What part it plays inthe vast 
Prosperity of these, United States. The 
West is the country on which these 
eastern cities dépend largely for their 
resources—on which the wealth of the 
East is based. | 

“One thing I noticed was that the 
people of thé West—the working classes 
—are of a higher order than the same 
classes in the E@at...The people, as a 
whole, are better éducated and more 
self-dependent. With few exceptions 
they are producéfs; that is, they till 
the soil and raise domething or manu- 
facture sométhinhg.

reached the foot of Lebarge with the 
thermometer more than . 20 degrees 
below zero, yet with the loss of only 
a few potatoes, which got nipped on 
the long sled journey over the ice and 
snow from Skaguay to the lake. 

The success attending the enterprise 
was wholly dependent upon the ex- 
traordinary care exercised by Killen in 
packing and handling his highly-per- 
ishable freight. Every apple, e¢gg,. or- 
ange, etc., was carefully wrapped, first 
in cotton batting and then in alternate 
layers of papers and woolen cloth. This 
method proved wholly successful. The 
potatoes were not quite so well pro- 
tected, which accoutns for their freez- 
ing. 

In a letter just received from Killen, 
he says that he has the only stuff of 
the kind on the trail; that it is in great 
demand, and that his fortune is as- 
sured. His letter contained a photo- 
graph of his outfit, eleven sled-loads, 
fourteen horses and three men, In part, 
Killen says: 

“Came through to foot of Lake Le- 
barge over the ice all right. Had one 
accident, sledload broke through the 
ice.on Fifty-mile River, but saved all 
the goods and the mule. Had nothing 
frozen except five boxes of potatoes. 
Am sorting them now. . Apples are in 
spiendid condition; oranges, lemons 
and onions likewise. None of the eggs 
were frozen.” 

Everyone expected that Killen’s stuff 
would be frozen stiff when he started. 
His sucess will result in California 
fruits becoming staples in Dawson 
markets during future winters,

SAN ERANCISCO, May 14.—The 
sixth annual 100-mile relay bike race 
around San Francisco Bay was ridden 
today, nd resulted in a victory for the 
Olympic Club Wheelmen. The  dis- 
tance was covered in 4:46:24 2-5, despite 
the fact that the latter half of the 
course was covered in the teeth of a 
gale. The time of the winners last 
vear was 4:55:13. 

E. F. Russ, who finished for the 
Olympics, only won from J. E. Wing 
of the Garden City Wheelmen by one- 
fifth of a second, the closest finish on 
record for a 100-mile road race. e 
Bay Citys were third, coming in nfne 
minutes jater, and the Acmes brought 
up the rear ten minutes afterward. 
Several riders sustained falls, but none 
were injured. Forty men participated 
in the race, and each was attended by 
a trainer. 

The Olympics attribute their victory 
to the fact that their team was com- 
posed of seasoned riders, all well- 
trained, while their opponents, in sev- 
eral instances, were obliged to depend 
on men new to the sport, not in perfect 
condition. 

The riders carried a packet contain- 
ing a message from Mayor Phelan to 
the Town Trustees of Alameda. The 
Garden Citys started without the mis- 
sive and did not secure their packet 
until the ninth relay. It had been 
taken across the bay on the ferryboat 
+ Pag down the road as far as pos- 
s 

In the mean time, as the restit of a 
general fall on the thied relay, the 
Acmes dropped their packet, which 
was captured by the Garden Citys and 
carried in triumph until their own mes- 
sage was received, when that of the 
Acme was thrown away. This was re- 
covered, however, and all four teams 
carried the duplicate communication 
into Alameda. 

The best individual record was made 
by E. P. Barnes, who covered the third 
relay in’23:6, the previous record being 
27:55. The Garden City Club led at the 
first, third, fourth, sixth, eighth and 
ninth relays, and it looked as if it 
would prove the victar, until the red- 
and-white racing suit of Russ was seen 
in the lead at the finish in Alameda.

The 
matter was reported to the police two 
hours later, but, although the officers 
admitted knowledge of the affair, they 
refused to divulge any information on 
the. subject. One of the victims of the 
robbery is said to have nearly lost his 
life through a severe beating admin- 
istered by the rohbers. 

As near as could be learned late last 
night, two men in a spring wagon were 
driving from Pasadena to Los An- 
geles.

THIRTY CENTS. 

Phe Phrase Which is Used Nowa. 
days to Describe Inferiority. 
{New York Sun:] Colloquial phrases 
‘of popular use are, like poets, born, not 
made, and any inquiry into their ori- 
gin results invariably in the discovery 
that, like Topsy, they just growed up. 
So soon as ome expression has become 
trite in New York it is replaced by an- 
other which seems to arise almost au- 
tomatically to fill.a want long felt.~Just 
now the most popular phrase in collo- 
quial use as a designation of inferiority 
is “thirty cents.”” There are varia- 
tions of it—several. A man looks like 
30 cents: a dejected and disconsolate 
individual feels like 30 cents; a promis- 
ing venture amounts to no more than 
30 cents. and the idle talk of an unim- 
portant person sounds like 30 cents. 
In each case, the essential fact is just 
the same, for the distinguishing mark 

of the expression is the 30 cents. 

Some efforts have been made to ex- 
plain the signification of this expres- 
sion, but, so far, unsuccessfully. Thirty 
cents, it is true, is not a large amount 
when eompared with the standard of 
value, $1, in the United States, but it 
is’ more than the standard of Germany, 
which is the mark, 24 cents; the franc 
of Frane® or Italy, which is 20 cents 
(or nearly 20;) the crown of Austria, 
the rupee of India, the drachma of 
Greece, or the peseta of Spain, worth 
about 20 cents each. Thirty cents re- 
duced to its practical purchasing power 
and with the existing system of trans- 
fers, in transportation in New York, 
will take the traveler a considerable 
distance, if it will not keep him on 
the move all day. It will more than 
buy a “quarter lunch,” and will allow 
for a 5-cent tip as well, and by some 
persons it is believed that the geneal- 
ogy of the expression is to be. traced 
to this. a 30-cent meal, patronized by 
those who had previously been able to 
pay more.: Whatever origin, ‘30 
cents’ is now frequently heard.

COOL AUDACITY 


Exhibited by Harvey Crittenden 
Upon Two Notable Occasions. 


[New Orleans Times-Democrat:] A 
little group of veteran turfmen were 
sftting in the lobby of the St. Charles 
talking about people and _ things. 
“Speaking of nerve,” said one of e 
party, apropos of a story that had just 
been told, “the nerviest, coolest, most 
self-possessed man I ever knew in my 
life was Harvey Crittenden, who died 
in "92 at Saratoga. Harvey was a mem- 
ber of the celebrated Crittenden family 
of Kentucky, and was a finely-bred, 
highly-educated, polished gentleman, 
but he had a streak of natural deviltry 
running through him that he could no 
more help than he could help the color 
of his eyes. He was the worst practi- 
cal_ joker that ever lived, but his’ cool- 
ness and presence of mind used to in- 
I 
was with him at Louisville in the fall 
of '86, and he offered a crowd of us at 
the Galt House a bet of $50 that he 
would kick anybody in the city and 
not get into the least trouble over it. 
He kept the bet standing for two days, 
and kicked seven or eight different peo- 
ple—some of them elderly men and men 
of prominence. In each case he apolo- 
gized so suavely, claiming that he mis- 
took the victim for his brother, who 
had kicked him the day before as a 
joke, that the victim became mollified 
and assured him it was all tight. f 
have often heard since of other people 
doing this kicking act, but I am sure 
Crittenden invented it. Another time 
I was walking along the street with 
him when he noticed a masher posing 
on the corner. He was exquisitely 
dressed and had a flowing blonde mus- 
tache. ‘Watch me surprise him,’ said 
Crittenden, and turning suddenly to the 
dude he seized both ends of his mus- 
tache, pulled them violently and said, 
in a loud, serious @oice: ‘Pretty bird! 
Pretty bird!’ Then he walked off rap- 
idly and was out of sight before the 
fellow could recover from his amaze- 
ment. It seems foolish to tell, but it 
was one of the most ludicrous scenes I 
ever witnessed. When Crittenden pulled 
the man’s mustache his mouth flew open 
like a trap, but he was so paralyzed 
with astonishment he was unable to 
lift a finger. Poor Crittenden! A thous- 
and stories might be told about him.

THE ANGLO-RUSSIAN AGREEMENT. ‘ 

Although England and Lord Salis- 
bury are receiving many compliments 
upon the completion of the Anglo- 
Russian agreement, it is doubtful 
whether this compact is in reality 
the victory that it seems for British 
diplomacy, ahd those who consider 
the events leading up to this settle- 
ment may see in it a triumph for the 
Slav, a breathing-time for Russia, 
that will enable her to complete what 
has been begun in China. 

A few months ago, when Russia 
quietly took possession of Port Ar- 
thur and began to fortify herself 
there, England assembled a_ great 
fleet in the Gulf of Pee-che-li as a 
menace to the Russian operations. 
St. Petersburg ignored this hostile ar- 
ray, and England, after much loud 
talking and many brave. press de- 
fiances to Russia, in which she threat- 
ened to wrest from the Slav by force, 
if need be, the north of China, fegan 
to fortify Wei-Ha-Wei, as an offset. 
It will be remembered that it was 
quite openly declared in Parliament 
that Wei-Ha-Wei was worthless as a 
counterbalance to Russia, and now 
in the Anglo-Kussian agreement we 
find England ‘conceding all North 
China.to Russia, together with the 
railway concessions that a few weeks 
ago threatened to bring about a war 
between the two countries, arranging 
for an “open door” for her merchants 
in the north, and admitting Russians 
to commercial privileges in her 
sphere, and while agreeing to “main- 
tain the integrity of.the Chinese Em- 
pire,” by the compact, virtually be- 
ginning the partition, and congratnu- 
lating herself on having secured the 
lion’s share. 

It is tacitly® suggested by the 
agreement that each should be su- 
preme in thet spheres of influence 
named, and infringe on none of the 
rights and privileges held therein by 
the other, and France, with her great 
commercial interests in the Yang-tse- 
kiang Valley, is left to chew the cud 
of bitter reflection and curse the 
tricky Muscovite, her whilom ally; 
while Germany, with her legal con- 
cession in Shantung increased from 
400 square miles to a whole great 
province with large miheral wealth, 
sees further advance practically cut 
off, unless a compact is made with 
Russia and England as to a German 
“sphere of influence.” 

The causes of the change of front 
of the British government are not 
far to seek. The Empress is_ the 
staunch supporter of Russia in the 
north, and this fact, with that other 
no less significaat one, the presence 
of a hundred tavusand Russian sol- 
diers in Manchuria, showed the 
hopelessness of a contest for the 
north. The Yang-tse-kiang Valley 
possesses a population four times 
‘greater than that of the United States, 
mines of coal larger in extent than 
the aggregate of the mines of Western 
Europe, iron in unknown quantities 
and agricultural products of all kinds. 
England possesses nearly three-quar- 
ters of the entire foreign trade of 
China, and next to England the 
United States has the largest com- 
mercial interests in that part of the 
world. 

Russia desires to complete the 
Trans-Siberian Railway,and one year’s 
time, under pressure, will suffice. 
While this is being done, she will ex- 
tend her connections through North 
China, and develop the harbors 
granted to her by Corea as ports for 
her commerce and her fleets. Realiz- 
ing that it must be China or India 
for Russia, England was compelled to 
yield to the logic of events. 

In the past six months Russia has 
completed her railways in Southeast- 
ern Europe to Herat, Afghanistan. 
She stands with the advance guard 
of her army in the Pamir, on “the 
roof of the world,” ready to slide over 
the few hundred miles of friendly 
Afghan territory to the Indian fron- 
tier. She has secured a naval station 
in Siam, exceedingly convenient to 
Burmah and the side door of India 
on the east, and the Muscat incident, 
in which France raked out the hot 
chestnut for Russia, demonstrated 
that the Persian gulf was included in 
Russia's calculation. 

Recently, by repaying a loan which 
the Shah of Persia had secured by 
pledging Bunder-Abbass, Russia has 
become the possessor of a long lease 
of an important sheltered roadstead 

on the Perbian Gulf, that has as an

Then England, to preserve her val- 
uable trade in China, will be com- 
pelled to withdraw any protest that 
would otherwise be effective against 
her powerful Slavic neighbor. Much 
as England may dislike to see the 
trade of North America entering Rus- 
sia through a North Russia port, 
and sent to Siberia and China over 
the Trans-Siberian Railway, instead 
of by the Suéz Canal and the Indian 
Ocean, she will be compelled, and 
compelled for her good and the good 
of the world, to yield. 

The expansion of trade in Siberia 
and Russia, incident to the possession 
of a through railway line from the 
North Atlantic to the North Pacific, 
will bring to the merchants of Eng- 
land a prosperity that will outweigh 
all political considerations. Peace 
with Russia will.mean the closer com- 
mercial alliance of the two coun- 
tries. War in the Far Bast between 
these two giants would mean the 
check or destruction of the commerce 
which has been developed by years 
of patience and endeavor by English 
merchants. The Yang-tse-kiang Val- 
ley, tapped in a few years by Rus- 
sian jrailways, connecting with the 
Trans-Siberian road, will be only 
twelve days distant from the, English 
factories; in time of peace, while in 
time of war between England. and 
Russia, America and the rest of Eu- 
rope could supply the trade of China 
twenty-five days in advance of Eng- 
land, in case she should lose the 
privilege of transporting her wares 
over the Russian roads. The Trans- 
Siberian Railway will bind Peking and 
St. Petersburg with a band of steel, 
and will bring the imperial army 
within easy touch of the pulse of the 
Far East. It is the imperial army 
that is the hammer which the Thor 
of the North will fling, at the proper 


time, to change the aspect of the po- 
litical world. 


AN ARIZONA PIONEER. 

The late Arizona Legislature did a 
fitting thing when it conferred a pen- 
sion of $25 a month on Col. Charles 
D. Poston, who is known as_ the 
“Father of Arizona.” To old-timers, 
Col. Poston is undoubtedly the best- 
known man in the Territory, where 
he has long résided, and of which 
he was, in a measure, the creator. 
He first went to what is now Arizona 
Territory in 1854, going through the 
#pache country with a band of Cali- 
fornia prospectors. Some rich depos- 
its of silver were discovered, and 
work commenced, but the mines had 
to be abandoned when the United 
States troops were withdrawn at. the 
outbreak of ‘the civil ar. 

Col. Poston was for a time Super- 
intendent of Indian Affairs in the 
Southwest, and Recorder of Dofia 


of what is now Arizona, which Ter- 
ritory Col. Poston named, and secured 
the signature of President Lincoln to 
the act giving the Territory separate 
government. In 1864 Col. Poston 
was elected Arizona’s first Delegate 
to Congress. He made a trip around 
the world as an inspector of consu- 
lates, and filled several other govern- 
ment positions. For some years past 
the old gentleman has been destitute, 
living at Phoenix in an old battered 
adobe shanty. The pension which he 
now receives will at least keep him 
from want. 

- Poston is a most interesting con- 
versationalist and writer, and is in 
many respects an original man. One 
of his undertakings, when he was 
in good ‘circumstances, was the erec- 
tion of a temple to the sun, on a 
hill near Florence, in Pinal. county. 
The enterprise progressed only so far 
as the construction of a winding road 
to the summit of the hill, which is 
now pointed out to visitors as “Pos- 
ton’s Folly.” 


The people of this country will 
generally agree with Senator-elect 
Chauncey M. Depew when he says that 
every State should have two repre- 
sentatives in the Senate.

The epistolary corps in the 
field has been simply the echo of the 
melancholy home-chorus that has 
been filling the aisles and corridors 
of the great temple of Liberty with 
their pitiful cries of despair.” 


WANTED-—STREET CAR FENDERS. 

It 4s hardly necessary to say that 
the loss of a human life is not to be 
measured in dollars and cents. There 
is no legitimate relation between th ge 
two factors of the trolley-car problem. 
The unnecessary sacrifice of human 
life should be prevented at all hazards 
and at any cost, so far as possible. 

The trolley car is comparatively @ 
new institution. It is a modern in- 
vention, which is confessedly almost 
a@ necessity in the evolution of social 
and economic relations. It has, within 
the brief time which has. elapsed 
since it came into general use. 
wrought profound and wonderful 
changes in the habits and lives of 
the people who dwell in cit'es. It has 
brought the suburbs close to the com- 
mercial centers of the cities in which 
it has planted its iron-shod feet— 
and this means all cities of impor- 
tance in the civilized world. The 
electric street car is an undoubted 
necessity—or, at least, an almost in- 
dispensable adjunct—of modern civi {- 
zation. Its use is not to be dispensed 
with; at least, not until some means 
of transportation has been discov- 
ered which is far superior to it. 

But the trolley car must be regu- 
lated. It is not to be accorded the 
unrestricted and exclusive use of the 
streets of cities, merely because it is 
a very useful | institution. The pro- 
pulsion of trolley cars through busy 
streets is necessarily attended with 
considerable danger to other users 
of the streets, who are entitled to the 
free use of them. It is essential to 
the safety and well-being of all that 
the public should be safeguarded, to 
the fullest extent possible, against 
the dangers attendant upon the opera- 
tion of trolley cars in the streets. 
City councils that neglect to protect 
the public with all reasonable safe- 
guards against loss of life and limb 
are derelict in their duty. 

The principal danger to life and 
limb, from trolley-car accidents, is tne 
danger of being ground to pieces be- 
neath the wheels of this modern Jug- 
gernaut. This danger can be reduced 
to a minimum by the use of a suita- 
bly-constructed fender. Appliances of 
this kind are on the market, and are 
in successful use in some cities, which 
render it almost impossible for a per- 
son to be thrown under the wheels. 
That every electric car in every city 
should be equipped with the very 
best form of fender is a proposition 
so obvious, it would seem, that ar- 
gument is inadmissible. A form of 
fender is in use in the city of Chi- 
cago, it is asserted, which is so con- 
structed that when a person is caught 
between the rails, he or she, as the 
case may be, is usually scooped up 
and deposited upon a flexible platform 
which is said to be almost as comfort- 
able as a woven-wire mattress. The 
danger to life and limb is reduced 
by the use of these fenders to a mini- 
‘mum—and there is no extra charge 
for berths, 

The Los Angeles City Council 
should take hold of this matter in 
earnest. Every trolley car operated in 
this city should be equipped with a 
safety fender of the very best kind 
obtainable. Public opinion will cer- 
tainly and vigorously support the 
Council in.any and all practical steps 
which it may see fit to take fn this 
direction. Recent accidents, in which 
persons have been killed or. maimed 
for life, emphasize the necessity for 
adopting such measures as will in- 
crease the safety to the public. The 
Council cannot get to work on this 
problem too soon; and the public will 
demand that it be solved, and solved 
in the right way.

Right of Judgment. 
Ev. Cc. J. K. JONES preached 
yesterday morning in the Church 
of the Unity, corner of Third and 

Hill streets, on “The Right of Judg- 
ment,” or “Ethics in Religion.”” He 
said, in part: “No man eyer asserted 
in a more emphatic and a“solute man- 
ner his right to freedom of conscience 
and thought, than did Jesus of Naza- 
reth. He not only asserted his right, 
he also exercised it in a brave and 
manly way. He was fearless’ in the 
declaration of his opinions and criti- 
cisms. Neither age, nor reputed sanc- 
tity, nor authority protected any opin- 
ion or custom from his keen and un- 
sparing criticism. If any teaching 
or doctrine seemed to him to be wrong; 
he said it was wrong! He was wont 
to use sarcasm, irony, exhortation and 
parable in order to ‘ncite his disciples 
to thought and action. He was wont 
to say, ‘And why of yourselves judge 
ye not what is right?’ 

“Jesus was often impatient with. the 
duliness of His disciples. ‘O foolish 
men and slow of heart,’ is the manner 
in which he addressd them upon one 
occasion. He insisted wpon the right 
of private judgment in his teaching 
of others: in His defense before Pilate, 
and yet the church which calls itself 
by Jesus’ name, has been the most 
persistent denier of the right of pri- 
vate judgment in matters of religion, 
and she has been the most bitter per- 
secutor of the men who have practised 
this right. Except for the strength 
of the intellectual development outside 
the church there would be no freedom 
of thought or of conscience. To a plain 
common-sense honesty it would seem 
to be much more honorable and truth- 
ful in the church to openly and frankly 
disavow the outgrown doctrines of the 
past and. accept those views which 
are in accord with all modern intelli- 
gence and reason. To stand sponsor 
for what is not true, or right, is to 
place one’s self in the position of ad- 
vocating the false and the wrong. The 
power of moral judgment is the sub- 
lime endowment we have from God. 
The exercise of moral judgment is the 
noblest action of the human mind. So 
in considering the subject of religion 
we have a responsibility of clear 
thinking and of moral decision. There 
is no theme of religion upon which 
we may not pass judgment. The only 
authority to guide and control us is 


We must free to decide 
what is truth.”

Church yesterday morning, — the

The disciples. listened in won- 
der, but were not able to realize the 
greatness-of the promises. So it is 
with us today. Our prayers are never 
to be taken as the return that God is 
willing to measure out to us. Jesus 
told them that the power He was to 
give them would enable them to move 
the world.

IN THE OIL FIELDS. 


LOS ANGELES DELIVERIES MORE 
THAN EVER BEFORE. 


~ 


Nearly Eighty Thousand Barrels 
Per Moath — Demand Still In- 
crenses—Outpuf in Other Ficlds, 
Kern County Prospects — The 
East, 


In the Los Angeles field it is figured 
that present deliveries of oll are close 
upon 80,000 barrels a month. That is a 
greater quantity than at any previous 
time in the history of the oil industry 
in this field. It means that the pres- 
ent demand absorbs the entire present 
production plus 20,000 barrels a month 
drawn from what is in storage. This is 
a point worth noting, as it shows that 
the higher prices now prevailing have 
not lowered consumption, the fact be- 
ing that under the higher prices there 
is a greater demand for good fuel oll 
than there was a year ago, when the 
price was lower. Based, on present 
consumption, sales of thé’ Los Angeles 
product alone represent a turn-over 
of $1,000,000 a year. ‘ 

Nor is the increased demand for fuel 
oll confined to this field. From Or- 
ange, Ventura, Santa Barbara, Fresno 
and Kern counties come similar re- 
ports, so that, taking it all around, it 
would be safe to estimate that the de- 
mand for Southern California petroleum 
is 30 per cent. greater today than it 
was twelve months ago; ‘with every 
prospect that consumption of it will 
steadily continue increasing. In the 
Fullerton district, Orange county, 
greater interest is being taken in the 
search for oil, more wells are being 
put down and more oil being produced 
than at any former. period. The big 
flow of water and of natural gas at 
Santa Fé Springs and other points, 
have encouraged the belief that large 


Valley if, the wells are put down deep 
enoughs 

Near Newport, close to the beach, the 
Newport Oil Company is sinking its 
first well, and as far as it is down the 
prospects are excellent. The Olinda and 
the Santa Ana are two new oll com- 
panies incorporated in Orange county 
last week. 

In Ventura county the Piru Oil Com- 
pany intends to go deeper in its well 
No. 1, and will begin boring this week 
on a new well, No.4. 

In Kern county the Kern Count 
get oil wells. In the past two weeks an- 
other well has been sunk to a depth 
of 700 feet. Speaking of the oil pros- 
pects of Kern county, the Echo says: 

“The Kern county oll fields are be- 
ginning to attract wide attention. Re- 
cently two prominent. oil operators 
from the East stole in here and quietly 
looked around and then departed again. 
One of these gentlemen was from Lima, 
O. Edward North, the well-known oil 
man of Los Angeles, recently spent a 
week here making observations. He 
visited the oil belt south and southwest 
of town. He was reticent on the sub- 
ject of his investigations and therefore 
it was not learned just what he 
thought of the situation. He came to 
town quietly and departed in like man- 
ner. Oil men come to town of late un- 
observed,. stay a while and go away, 
and but few people know anything of 
their visits. From .all information that 
can be gleaned, which for some reason 
or other is not an easy thing to gather, 
oil matters in Kern county are becom- 
ing quite interesting. Capital is being 
liberally invested and in a manner that 
indicates a satisfying belief that oil in 
abundance is to be had by boring for 
it. In the oil belt a piece of land that 
is hardly worth anything today tomor- 


of operationa in the Pennsylvania Seld 
shows a small falling off in wells eom- 
pleted, and new production as compared 
with the preceding month (March.) The 
latter showed a big gain in wells com- 
pleted, but the production was only 
slightly in excess of that of February. 
April’s new production was the small- 
est of the present year. Although wells 
completed have ranged in number from 
454 to 626, for the first four months of 
the present year the new production 
has been nearly constant, hot varying 
500 barrels between January and April. 

There were 616 wells completed in the 
Pennsylvania oil regions in April,. in- 
clusive of 137 dry or gas wells, and the 
new production of the remainder 
summed up 9187 barrels. This was a 
decrease from the March record of ten 
wells completed, 340 barrels production 
and thirteen dry holes. In March there 
were 626 wells completed: 150 were 
dusters or gassérs, and the new pro- 
duction was 9527 barrels. The result 
was a general increase of 172 we'ls 
completed, 49 barrels production and 57 
dry holes. The February report showed 
454 wells completed, with 93 of them 
dusters, and a total of 0478 barrels new 
production. There were 583 wells com- 
pleted during January, with 147 of 
them dry and a new production of 9652 
barrels. 

The same report states that South- 
eastern Othio and the various sections 
of West Virginia continue the scene 
of the greatest activity, ahd supply the 
oil that Is needed to keep the pipe-line 
runs up to the previous averages. 
Southeastern Ohio, with 171 completed 
wells, was credited with $576 barrels 
new production in April, while the 
southwest had 4511 barrels new produc- 
tion, with 190 completed wells. In: March 
this section of the producing. region, 
with 166 wells completed, showed up 
with 4224 barrels new production, while 
the Southwest, with 210 new wells, had 
a total new yield of 4466 barrels. At the 
alose of. April there were 354 rigs and 
drilling wells under way in the South. 
west and but 154 in Southeastern Ohio. 
During February the Southwest, with 
136 productive wells, was credited with 
4496 barrels production, while South- 
eastern Ohio, with 109 productive wells, 
ylelded 4333 barrels. For a long time 
previous to the advent of the present 
year the regions of the Southwest sup- 
plied nearly every month from 75 to 8&5 
per cent. of the entire amount of new 
production.

WASHINGTON’S COFFIN. 


Circumstances Connected With it 
Recalled by Recent Death. 


{Atlanta Journal:] Several days ago 
the Journal published a special from 


Thomaston telling of the death in 
that city of John N. Webt 
and that he helped t 


make tne coffin of Gen. George Wash- 
ington, Mr. Webb’s age was given as 
about 88, and the fact that Gen. Wash- 
ington died in 1799, twelve years be- 
=e Mr. Webb n, many won- 


how it was possible for Mr. 
Webb to have had any rt in the 
making of President ashington’s 


coffin. The Journal's correspondent at 
Thomaston was requested to explain 
the seeming error, and he has sent to 
this office a clipping from an old paper 
published at Alexandria; Va., years ago, 
which throws light on the subject: 

t appears from newspaper ¢lip- 
ping that Gen. Washington’s body was 
exhumed in 1832, and put in a new 
coffin, which was e iff that year. 
Mr. Webb was a cabinet-maker, and 
he worked on the coffin in which Wash- 
ington’s bones wereput in 1832. The 
fact that he had helped to make the 
coffin of Gen. Washington was a proud 
distinction for Mr. Webb, and he often 
told of how the coffin was made. The 
clipping referred to makes interesting 
tending. and is as follows: . 

“A Man Who Hap Léin in Wash- 
ngton’s Coffin.—An item in this col- 

mn a few days ago stated that 

iiliam H. Burgess, an old citizen’ of 
this city, was present at Mt. Vernon 
in 1832, when .Washington’s coffin 
was opened, and had the satisfaction 
of beholding the ‘Father of his coun- 
try.’ The publication of the item has 


+had the effect of recalling other rem- 


iniscences of that epoch, and Mark L. 
Penn, another venérable resident of 
Alexandria, says he has lain in W4dgh- 
ington’s present coffin for hours—ere 
it was used for the remains of the 
latter. In 1832 the body was taken 
from the original coffin, and placed 
new one, constructed in thie city by 
the late James Green. At that time 
Mr. Green conducted business in the 
old building on Royal street, where 
Messrs. Smith, before the war, pub- 
lished the Virginia Sentinel. Mr. Perin 
was then, as for many years subse- 
quently, one of Mr. Greén’s workmen.

It 
was soon discovered, however, that 
the wood was spongy, rotten and unfit 
for a such purpose as intended, and 
its value im consequence depreciating 
considerably, portions of it gradually 
became distributed around. 

“There are now, as is believed, but 
three persons living who worked on 
the present coffin—the subject of this 
item, Charles Triplett, now residing in 
Pine Bluff, Ark., and John N. Webb of 
Thomaston, Ga.”

It was a very common oc- 
currence for the little sweep to be sent 
up the chimney before it was cold, 
the fire having only recently been put 
.out for the purpose of havine the 
chimney swept. A great many cases 
occurred when the chimney was so 
hot that the boy was burned, and in 
not a few instances died before he 
could be taken out.

VOTERS COLONIZED. | 


EFFORTS BEING PUT FORTH TO 
DEFEAT ANNEXATION. 


Certain Element Trying to Prevent 
the Admission of University 
to the City by Means 

of Irregularity. 


Handred Unknown Men Gathered 
into That Section to Oppose 


the Plans of Citizens With 
Their Votes. 


Many Arrests Will Be Made on 
Election Day According 
to Indications. 


One of the most brazen attempts ever 
made to annul the popular will at an 
election in this city is now on, in con- 
nection with the election to be held) 
on May 24, for the admission of the 
University to the city. There is every 
indication that more than one hundred 
men have been colonized at University 
for the purpose of defeating admis- 
sion, for which fully two-thirds of the 
property-owners are working. There) 
is every reason to believe,. moreover, 
that many of these men have nothing 
more than a nominal residence in the | 
district, and wholesale arrests are sure. 
to be made on election day, if the! 
threatened effort to prostitute the | 
election is' carried out. 

After a steady search for the men) 
who have been registered from the | 
University, there remains a list of 
ninety-nine who cannot be found, and 
who are entirely unknewn to the citi- 
zens of that district. 

The question at issue is not a dispute 
among the citizens as to the desira- 
bility of entering the city, but, roughly 
speaking, it is an effort of the sports 
to retain, just outside the city, a place 
where gambling can be maintained 
without restriction by city ordinances. 
and where a free and easy time can 
be had every Sunday. Between Agri- 
cultural Park and the University. of 
Southern California are centered in 
that section two opposing elements— 
law-abiding citizens, who wish a quiet 
neighborhood, surrounded with educa-. 
cational advantages for their childrén, | 


and the sporting element of the whole) 


city. 

The voters in University among the) 
latter are greatly in the minority, and 
they realize that when University is. 
admitted to the city the coursing 
gambling and other conspicuous evils 
will be Guppressed. To prevent this 
result the only plan at hand is the 
colonization of University with an 
element who have no possible interest 
in the election, but who can be de- 
pended on to vote with the sports. 

It has been found, all of a sudden, 
and what appears to be a very op- 
portune time for the owners of Agri 
cultural Park, that the track needed 
resurfacing, and just in time to reg- 
ister for the special election a gang of 
men has been employed, with teams 
and they are camped on the Agricul- 
tural Park grounds. How many there 
are of these men is not learned. Col. 
Black said yesterday that there are 
about fifty teams and two men to each 
team. This was when he. was shown 
the list of men who could not be lo- 
cated in University, and it would ex- 
plain the entire registrafion. But from 
other sources a different story came. 
One of the employés of the park was 
questioned about new arrivals. there. 
He said the only newcomers were 
those in the resurfacing gang, and 
that there were ten or twelve teams 
with a man to each team. This would 
leave about ninety men still unac- 
counted for on the registration list. 
But even among the graders it is evi- 
dent that there is grave question o: 
their right to register. They are not 
bona fide residents of the district. They 
on 
the ground simply until the work in 
hand is completed. 

Beyond these hundred unknown men, 
there are a number of registrations of 
men who are known to have left town, 
or who live outside the district ta be 
annexed. It is therefore evident that 
plans are being made to vote some- 
where from 150 to 200 men, who have 
no right to participate in the elec- 
tion, with a great presumption that in 
many cases there is no shadow of a 
legal right to vote, and arests promise 
to be very numerous on election day 
if the men undertake to swear in 
their votes. 

When the question comes up for the 
votes of the people, it will be neces- 
sary for annexation to carry both in 
the city and the district to be  an- 
nexed. There seems to be no doubt of 
annexation carrying the city, as the 
University is as much a part of Los 
Angeles naturally as Pico or Boyle 
Heights, and the rapid growth of that 
section makes it highly desirable that 
the district be taken in. The popula- 
tion is about 3000, and the assessed 
valuation of the property would be a 
considerable benefit to the city. There 
is no reason why the citizens of Los 
Angeles should want to keep a terri- 
tory so naturally a part of the city 
outside of the limits. 

From the standpoint of the citizens 
and property-owners in University 
there is a great raajority of § the 
people in favor of annexation, as they 
are at present unable to carry on any 
pane improvements, while they are 

king in police and fire protection. 

F. D. Black, manager of Agricultural 
Park, which he has under lease and 
where he conducts the coursing races 
each Sunday, with which betting is a 
conspicuous and the principal drawing 
feature, was questioned in regard to 
the list of men who could not be Jo- 
cated. 

“Well, what of it?’’ he asked. 

“Only that it looks very much like 
a colonization scheme,”’ he was told. 

He then retaliated by saying that 
he understood the residents of Univers- 
ity were colonizing against the park 
and in favor of annexation. This report 
was later investigated. and no evidence 
to substantiate it was found. 

Mr. Black said that he had no ob. 
jection to cheeking off the list of names 
of those who were in his personal em- 
ploy, and when he looked the list over, 
he said that a number of the men were

in his employ, but that he thought it 
best not to designate them. 

He said, moreover, that he had little 
idea that he would be the next lessee 
of the park, his lease expiring on June 
1, and he had no personal interest in 
the election. He referred the Times rep- 
resentative to the directors of the park 
for information, but they could not be 
found, last evening. 

Who is at the head of the coloniza- 
tion scheme does not appear definitely, 
beyond the.fact that it is being en- 
gineered in the interest of the park.’ 
|Mr. Blaeck.denies that he has anything 
to do with it. The directors would prob-: 
ably make the same derfial. The regis- 
tration of the unknown men were all: 
made by C. R. Sumner, a young man 
appointed for the purpose as: registra- 
tion clerk; in. behalf of the park, there 
being another registration clerk ap- 
pointed. at the request of the citizens: 
_ favoring annexaition. Sumner has been 
working against annexation for three’ 
or four months, having made a house- 
to-house canvass of the University dis-’ 
trict to learn the opinions of the va-: 
rious voters. He, too, would undoubt- 
edly deny that he has been instru- 
mental in colonizing the district. But 
that it has been colonized is certain, 
and while same of the men whose 
names have been registered are to be! 
found among the resurfacing gang at 
the park, it appears that search will 
have to -be made elsewhere for the re- 
mainder. 

But whatever ‘tis done to prevent. ad- 
mission to the city, the people of Uni- 
versity are determined not to have 
their will frustrated, and great inger- 
est is being manifested in the election. 
The churches are taking a hand in the 
fight, and yet it is not especially their 
contest, for the better class of people 
throughout the University district are 
united on the proposition of entering 
the city. Yesterday from each one of 
the pulpits a plea yas made for admis- 
sion, and the fight is being carried into 
every nook and ccrner of the section, 
while a number of detectives dre said 
to be at work huhting down the records 
of the men, with the firm determina- 
tion of arresting every fraudulent 
voter who dares to attempt to swear 
in his vote. The ten days which are 
to elapse before election promises to 
be about the hettest that University 
has experienced in its history.
